No. 52 -ITC(PN)/ 64 . —This Public Notice sets out the conditions applicable 
to import licences granted lor non-project imports against financing by the U.S. 
.Agency lor Interqational Development under Aid Loan 103. 

2 , licences issued against applications in terms of the import policy for the 
April 1964—March 1965 period will be subject to these cohditions. 

Appendix to Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 52-ITC(PN)/64, Dated 24th June 1964. 

■Terms and conditions governing the issue of Import licences under Aid Loan 

No. 103 

(i) A list of eligible items is given in Annexure I of this Public Notice (The 
itnclusion of an item in the list does not, however, imply that licences for that 
item will necessarily be issued). The licences will be valid for the Import of 
goods having their source and origin in and procured from the United States. 
'Goods are considered to be of U.S. source and origin when: 

1, Such goods arc shipped from a U.S. port or from a free port or bonded 

warehouse if shipped from said free port or bonded warehouse in 
the form in which received when shipped there from a U.S. port; and 

2, Such goods are mined, grown or produced through manufacturing, pro¬ 

cessing or assembly in the U.S.; and 

3, Not more than 10 per cent of the lowest price (excluding ocean trans¬ 

portation and marine insurance) at which the supplier makes the 
goods available for export sale represents the cost (delivered to 
the point of production) of imported components; and 

}. All imported components of such goods were Imported from countries 
Included in AID Geographic Code 899; and 

C 1125) 
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5. Neither the commodity nor the transaction may be one which is pro¬ 
hibited by the Foreign Assets Control Regulations of the United' 
States of America. 

(ii) The importer shall ensure that the U.S, supplier attaches to or endorses* 
on each invoice presented for payment a certificate on source and origin as in- 
the form attached as Annexure II. This certificate must be signed by the supplier 
or his authorised representative. The invoices with certificate of source and- 
origin duly endorsed on or attached to them should be submitted by the importer 
along with other documents mentioned in Annexure VI of this Public Notice to- 
the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs). 

(iii) Except as indicated in clause (v) below before placing or agreeing tor 
place any order against an import licence whose face value is £ 5,000 or more, 
the licensee shall fully execute the form (Annexure III) titled ‘Notice to U.S. 
Business’ regarding proposed procurement of goods and shall submit six copies- 
thereof to the Ministry of Industry and Supply (Aid Section), Udyog Bhavan, 
New Delhi within 15 days of the receipt of the licence for approval. To the 
extent possible specifications according to U.S, standards shall be indicated for- 
all items sought to be imported and where U.S. specifications are not known full 
description of the goods should be given. These details should be given in the 
English language. While giving the description it should be ensured that It ia 
worded in general terms enabling all Interested suppliers to send in their quota¬ 
tions-without further interpretation. Care should be particularly taken to avoid 1 ! 
mention of Model Nos. Maker’s name etc. The ‘Notice’ should include all the 
items which are allowed to be imported under the import licence and submission, 
of piecemeal ‘Notices’ against one and the same import licence should as a rule 
(be avoided. In Column 4 of the ‘Notice’ apart from giving description of the 
goods, the quantity proposed to be purchased should also be indicated against 
each item. Column 0 of the ‘Notice should not be filled in by the licensee. It 
should be left blank. The licensee shall not place or agree to place any order 
with the supplier against an import licence whose face value is $ 6,000 or more 
until 30 days have elapsed from the time that the ‘Notice to U.S. Business’ 
reaches the Agency for International Development, Washington. To ensure that 
this requirement is complied with, the Ministry of Industry and Supply (Aid- 
Section) will, while forwarding the ‘Notice to U.S. Business’ to A.I.D. for publi¬ 
cation in ‘AID Small Business Circular’ complete column 0 of the ‘Notice’ and 
also advise the Importer the date up to which they shall defer placing final 
orders. On the expiry of this waiting period and subject to their receiving no 
further communication either from that authority or the A.I.D., Washington, 
the importer may finalise orders, after considering the quotations, if any, received 
from the U S. suppliers in response to the ‘Notice to U.S. Business’ published by 
(the AID in the ‘Small Business Circulars’. It is emphasized that if any U.S, 
(supplier asks for information or clarification from the Indian importer in res¬ 
ponse to the ‘Notice to U.S. Business’ such enquiries must be answered so that 
the potential U.S. supplier is enabled to quote for the item of goods required. 
It is the responsibility of the importer to see that such enquiries are duly 
answered by him and not ignored, The orders as finalised with U.S. suppliers 
should conform to the provisions of the first sentence of clause (x) below. If 
after submission of ‘Notice to U.S. Business’, the licence is amended to change the 
specifications and/or to include items not covered by the original Notice ; the 
(licensee should submit a revlscd/supplementary ‘Notice to U.S. Business for 
such amended/new items. The subsequent procedure for procurement will be. 
the same as described above. 

(ivl Where the face value of the licence is less than $ 5,000, the submission" 
of ‘Notice to U.S. Business’ mentioned in clause (iii) above is not necessary and 
the importer can straightaway finalise orders with U.S, Suppliers. It is, however, 
essential that the orders as finalised should conform to the provisions of the 
first sentence of clause (x) below. 

(v) The A.I.D, may at its sole discretion reduce the 30 days waiting period 
or waive this requirement pursuant to a written application by the Importer In 
the case of procurement of proprietary items—l.e. items which are part of an 
existing plant or are required for the extension of an existing plant, for which 
orders must be placed on the original suppliers for technical reasons, or machi¬ 
nery and spare parts or items for which the purchaser is a franchised dealer, 
assembler or processor. For this purpose the importer may apply through the 
Ministry of Industry and Supply (Aid Section) to the Agency for International 
Development, Department of State, Washington 26 D.C. while submitting the 
form of ’Notice to U.S. Business’. Such requests should contain full justification 
for the requested Waiver’ and should be supported by documentary evidence 
wherever necessary. In no case, such requests lor ‘waiver should be sent direct 
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to A.I.D. They are to be routed through the Ministry of IndusUy and Supply 
(Aid Section), who after satisfying themselves that a prima facie case for waiver 
exists, will forward such requests to A.I.D. for the latter’s consideration and 
decision, The importer should not finalise the order unless the waiver, applied 
for is granted by the Agency for Internationa] Development, Washington. 
Requests for grant of ‘waiver’ from importer who are the exclusive representa¬ 
tives or agents, subsidiaries, affiliates, or exclusive distributors of products sup¬ 
plied by a certain principal, und/or are bound by a contractual agreement to buy 
certain kinds or types of products only from that one supplier should be sup¬ 
ported by a statement from the supplier similar to the following:-— 

"We certify that (full name and address of importer) is bound by con¬ 
tractual agreement to purchase his requirements of (Name or des¬ 
cription of commodity or products) only from (name of supplier); 
that our agreement prevents his purchasing other brands of this 
commodity, or products from other suppliers, and that he cannot, 
therefore, consider competitive offers.” 


fvi) In the case of the purchase of certain commodities mentioned in An- 
nexure IV of this Public Notice, the submission of the form of ‘Notice to 
U.S. Business’ mentioned in clause (iii) above is not necessary. However, before 
placing or agreeing to place any order with the U.S. Suppliers for these com¬ 
modities the licensee should obtain and consider quotations from a reasonable 
selection of the U.S. Suppliers mentioned in Annexurc V (which will be ampli¬ 
fied from time to time through issue of Public Notices or Trade Notices) in 
addition to those of any other suppliers whom they may already know, in making 
a final award. The orders as finalised should conform to the provisions of the 
first sentence of clause (x) below. 

(vii) Holders of actual user licences for raw materials/components may, in 
their discretion, import more or less of any items of raw matcrials/componcnts 
covered by their licences, subject to the following conditions:— 

(a) the procedure in clauses (iii), (iv), (v) and (vi) above as the case 
may be, is duly observed; 


lb) the face value of the licence is not exceeded; and 

(c) the excess in respect of any individual item will not exceed 25 pei cent 
of the value limit, if any, indicated in the licence itself for that 
particular item. 


Further within the face value of the licence, the licence holder will be 
allowed to’import permissible spare parts and small tools required for the pur- 
nose of his factory provided that the value of such imports will not exceed 
25 ner cent of the face value of the licence and further that banned items of 
spare parts and small tools should not be imported under this scheme. It_ is, 
however, pointed out that for import of spare parts, a Notice to U.S. Business is 
necessary and the importer has to comply with the provisions of clause (hi) 
above Where however, the importer wants a waiver of the requirement of 
,'Notice to U S’ Business’ in so far as particular spare parts arc concerned, he 
should follow the procedure outlined in clause (v) above. In regard o import 
of small tools the procedure outlined in clause (vi) above shall be followed. 


The facility allowed in this clause will he applicable to actual user licences 
for ^raw^ material s/components and not to the licences granted for maichnnery 
cnnrn nq-rtc; Actual user licences for components would De tnose wnere 
certain cfmpoEents areMlowed to be imported f<£ the assembly of the fin,shed 
product.

The above facility will be allowed by the Customs authorities on the strength 
of this Public Notice and it will not be necessary for licence holders to get their 
licences specially endorsed for this purpose. 

(viii) Payments against the import licences may be made by importers 
through the authorised dealers m foreign exchange in India m the normal man¬ 
ner. If the importer wants to avail hirmell of credit facilities offered by U.S. 
suppliers, he could do so provided the period of credit docs not extend beyond 
90 days after the date of shipment and provided no interest charges, direct or 
indirect, are payable by him because of credits extended. No other credit 
arrangement except to the extent indicated above is permissible. The importers 
shall stipulate m slimr contracts with suppliers a condition that payments, when 
due in accordance with the terms of the contracts, will be made only on 
presentation to the Bank concerned of all the documents detailed in Annexurcs 
II and VI of this Public Notice, The authorised dealers in foreign exchange, 
while making requests to their correspondents in U.S.A. for opening letters of 
credit in favour of suppliers should also inslruct the US correspondents to 
open the letters of credit with the explicit condition that payment will inter alia 
be subiect to the presentation by the supplier to the Bank concerned of a com¬ 
plete set of documents as detailed in Anncxures II and VI of this Public Notice. 
These documents will be forwarded bv the U S Banks to the Indian Banks 
concerned who will in turn pass them on to the Ministry of Finance (Department 
of Economic Affairs!, Economic Aid Accounts Section, New Delhi with the 
particulars of the relative import licence with date duly noted on each of these 
documents, It is important tha) the Indian Bank should ensure that these docu¬ 
ments complete In all respects [particularly, itemised Invoice duly marked 
.“Paid’, separate DLF certificates (original signed in ink by hand) for value nr 
Stores, freight and insurance, bill of lading, date of contracts etc.I are sent to 
the Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of Economir Affairs) Economic Aid Accounts. 
Section, New Delhi within 15 days after the cost of imports has been actually 
remitted to the foreign suppliers. The above condition regarding documentation 
•will also apply to cases where bills are received by Authorised Dealers in 
Foreign Exchange on “collect basis’’ to cover imports This will, however, rot 
absolve the importers from the responsibility of submission of proper document- 
within the stipulated time limit. 

(ix) Within a fortnight of the placement of orders, a report should be sent 
to the Ministry of Industry and Supply, (Aid Section) supported by the follow¬ 
ing information/documents:— 

fa) Number and date and value of the licence. 

(b) Value of orders placed and accepted lay ihe supplier. 

(c) Name and address of the supplier. 

fd) General description of the equipment to be imported. 

fe) A copy of the order placed on the supplier and of his acceptance. 

(f) No and date of the communication received from the Ministry of 
Industry and Supply (Aid Section) regarding the despatch of ‘Notice 
to US. Business’ to AID or grant of ‘waiver’. (This information 
is to be given in all eases where the face value of the impoit licence 
is $5,000 or more and the items involved are not included in 
Annexurc IV of this Public Notice. 

A copy of the above report supported by the required information/doeuments 
should also be furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs (Economic Tid-Accounts Section). New Delhi for their information. Any 
change in the termr of the order should be intimated nromotly to the Ministry 
of Industry and Supply (Aid Section) as well as to the Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Economic Affairs). 

(x) The goods should be procured at reasonable prices which should normally 
approximate the lowest competitive export market price, quality, time and cost 
of delivery and other factors considered. Prices for such.goods which are pur¬ 
chased In hulk shall not exceed the market price prevailing in U.S.A. at the lime 
of nurch;\sc< adjusted for differences in the cosl of transportation to destination, 
quality and terms of payment. Where the prices in-ludc commission fo> the 
local distributor (i.e. the Agent Company in India), the importer shall ensure 
that the contract with U.S, supplier provides that the Agent s commission is 
deducted from the contract prices to be settled in rupees in India between tie 
Agent and the importer. This commission, although payable in rupees in India, 
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Will, however, be duly taken into account against the value of the imports 
authorised under the Import Licence concerned; an equivalent amount will not, 
therefore, be available tor additional impoits under the individual licence, The 
prices at which contracts arc concluded by the importer will be subject to check 
by the Indian Government. Credit facilities can be availed of subject to the 
limit indicated ai clause (viii) above. Any coni-act entered into in violation of 
the conditions of this paragraph will render the licence liable to cancellation. 
Goods impoited under the import licence shall be used only for the puiposcs 
for which the import licence is issued and/or m accordance wiLh such conditions 
as may hereafter be prescribed by Government The importer shall promptly 
furnish lo the Ministry of Industry and Supply (Aid Section) upon request all 
jrlevant mtormalion concerning details of purchase and the use of goods obtain¬ 
ed under the import licence, 

fxi) It should be ensured that at least 60 per cent of the total tonnage of 
all mdci's (computed separately for dry bulk earners, dry catgo liners and 
tankers) is shipped on US. flag commercial vessels. 

(xii) The remaining 40 per cent of the total tonnage of all orders (computed 
separately f or drv bulk carriers, dry cargo lineis and tankers) should be shipped 
on Indian vessels to the extent that such Indian vessels are available at compe¬ 
titive and leasonable lates of freight. If, however, no suitable Indian vessel 
is available at competitive and reasonable rates, a non-availability certificate 
about Indian ve=sels should be obtained by the Importer/Supplier from the 
Secretary, Shinning Co-ordination Committee, Ministry of Transport, New 
Delhi (Cubl:—'Transchurl). Freight charges in respect of goods transported on 
Indian flag vessels shall be payable in Indian rupee only. 

If the non-availability of Indian flag vessels is established in the manner 
pres Tibed above, the importer/supplier may shin those goods in a third country 
vessel. The vessel so used should' be of countries included in code 8 9 of the 
I.C.A. Geographic Code in effect at the time of shipment. The Code includes all 
countries except the followings; 

The Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Albania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
East Germany, Estonia, Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, Rumania, 
Poland, Danzig, Vietnam (North), North Korea, China (Mainland), 
and communist controlled areas (which include Manchuriu, Inner 
Mongolia, the provinces of Tsinghai and Sikang, Sinkiang, Tibet, the 
former Kwantung leased territory, the present Port Arthur Naval 
Base Area, and Liaoning Province), Outer Mongolia, and Cuba. 


"Where goods are shipped in a third country vessel in the circumstances men¬ 
tioned above, the importer should immediately make an application to the 
Reserve Bank of India, Bombay under udvice to the Ministry of Industry and 
Supply (Aid Section) duly supported by tfie non-availability certificate as men¬ 
tioned above in respect of Indian flag vessels, for release of the necessary foreign 
exchange for the payment of ocean freight to such vessel. 

ixiiD No part of the goods covered by the licence should be shipped in any 
of the vessels declared ineligible to carry AID Financed goods, in Ministry o 
International Trade (now Ministry of Commercial Public Notice No 144-ITC 
(PN)/G3, dated tho 20th November 1963 as amended from time to time. 

In the letters of credit opened on U.S. Banks against AID licences it is 1 not 
necessary to detail the list of ineligible vessels as this list may undergo rcvisio 
from time lo time and necessitate frequent amendments to the letters of credit, 
ijt wl n be enough if instead of detailing the list of ineligible vessels, the letters 
of credit opened on U.S. Bank stipulate, inter alia, for the production of the 
following certificate: 

‘‘The vessel owner or operator certifies that the vessel which will perform 
under this contract is not a vessel which has been banned by AID 
for transport me AID financed poods. The vessel owner or operator 
further certifies that they assume full 

filed by AID Washington or any other authority m case ot violation 
of the requirement”. 

(xiv) Goods covered by the licence should not be ^f^^ndlmnce^bv the AT ID 
for the purpose unless such charter has been approved in advance by 

Washington, 
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(xv) Marine insurance may be effected either with U.S. or Indian Insurance 
Companies. In respect of insurance covered with Indian Insurance Companies, 
insurance premium shall be payable in rupees. 

(xvi) Claims for deficiency in quality and specifications, for defective goods, 
Shortlandings, damages, etc. with the suppliers/steamer companies shall be 
settled in dollars, the payment being remitted by the supplier to the concerned 
Bank in India of the Importer. There is, however, no objection to claims arising 
out of shortlandings of packages, damages to goods, while in transit with shipping 
companies, being settled by the shipping companies’ representatives in India in 
rupees. Immediately upon the settlement of claims, the importer should notify 
the Mmislry of Industry and Supply (Aid Section), New Delhi and the details 
of such payment and also furnish a certificate from the Indian Bank that the 
necessary foreign exchange earned in connection with the settlement of the 
claims has been received in India, A copy of the report to the Ministry of 
Industry and Supply and a copy of the certificate of the Indian Bank should be 
sent to the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid 
Accounts Section), New Delhi. In addition a quarterly statement for each 
calendar quarter as in the form enclosed as Annexure VII of this Public Notice 
should be rendered to the Ministry of Industry and Supply (Aid-Section) by 
the tenth day of the month following the period covered in the statement. If 
no claim was filed or settled during the quarter under report a ‘nil’ statement 
to that effect should be sent. It is imperative that importers should receive the 
claims in India and should in no case arrange for their being credited to their 
accounts, if any, with the suppliers/shipping companies abroad. 


(xvii) The importer shall make arrangements with his suppliers to comply 
with the requirements regarding marking of the commodities imported as set out 
In Annexure VIII of this Public Notice. 

(xviii) The importer shall maintain books and records adequate to identify 
■the items financed under the loan; to disclose their costs and their use, to show 
the nature and extent of solicitation of prospective suppliers and the bas is for 
the award of the contracts or orders involved and to indicate the progress in 
their utilisation. Such books and records shall be maintained, until such penod 
as A.I.D. may indicate in the loan agreement or Implementation Letter. The 
importer shall enable the authorised representatives of the AID t° In^ct the 
utilisation of all Items financed under the Loan and the records and books main¬ 
tained In that connection and shall afford all reasonable opportunity arid assis¬ 
tance to them for such examination. The importers shall submit to the Ministry 
Of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs Economic , A ld Accounts Section, 
New Delhi) quarterly reports for each calendar year giving details ol ( 1 ) P 
curement and utilisation; (ii) Ocean.shipping(ill)Orders or jontrac^ for 
sn non or more in the forms attached as Annexures IX to XH 01 mis rumw 
Notlce°° These reports shall be submitted within ten days after the expiry of the 
quarter under report. 

. Cooler of these quarterly reports are not required to be endorsed to the 
nf Tndustrv and Supply. The importer shall, however, submit to the 
£ g of Industry and Supply such reports or such information as may be 
•Specifically called for by that Ministry from time to time.

Marking Requirements Goods and Shipping Containers 

Except as otherwise provided below, all loan linanced goods (including machinery 
equipment and materials) and their shipping containers will carry an emblem or 
other marking appropriately indicating the co-operation ot the Government ol 
the United States in furnishing assistance In the financing ol the goods. Normally, 
these emblems or markers are affixed by the suppliers of the goods. Importers 
under AID Conns are responsible for assuring lhat suppliers of loan-financed goods 
receive necessary instructions concerning AID marking requirements. 

1 , Type of Emblem, or Marker: 

The requirements of the foregoing paragraph may be complied with by affixing 
a label, decalcomania, stencil, tag, metal plate, or by other means. The kind ot 
emblem and size will depend on the type of commodity or shipping container and 
the nature of the surface to be marked, but In all cases must be large enough to 
be clearly visible at a reasonable distance. Emblems placed on goods must be 
substantially as durable as the trade mark or brand name affixed by the producer; 
emblems on shipping containers must be legible until they reach their destination. 
A list of firms that supply emblems satisfactory to the AID is attached hereto. 

2 . Exemptions and Waivers: 

(a) Exempted Goods .—Materials shipped In bulk, and semi-finished products 
that are not packaged in any way are exempt from the above prescribed marking 
requirements. If such materials or semi-finished products are shipped in con¬ 
tainers of any kind, appropriate markers as described above shall be placed on 
or attached to the containers. 

(b) Waivers .—Upon representation to the AID by the Importer through the 
Ministry of Industry and Supply, that strict compliance with the marking require¬ 
ments, in their application to particular shipments or categories of goods, will 
result in undue hardship, disproportionate expense, delay in delivery of the goods, 
or is otherwise impracticable, file AID will consider waiving the marking require¬ 
ments as they apply to the particular shipment or category of goods, or may 
prescribe alternative means for complying with the requirement.
